LONDON, (CP)—Foreign Secretary Bevin charged Tues-* 
May that President Truman wrecked negotiations for a peaceful 
pettlement of the Palestine problem by calling for immediate 
admission of 100,000 Jews to the Holy Land during the United 
States congressional election campaign last fall. 

Opening a debate on the government's decision to refer 
Yhe Palestine question to the United Nations, the foreign 
secretary said it would have been better if the United States 
had had regard to the fact that Britain was the mandatory 
power and was carrying the responsibility, 

Failure to find a solution to the problem of Palestine | 
might result in war in another quarter of a century, Bevin | 
warned. 

The United Nations, he said, must decide whether Palestine 
fk to become a Jewish state, an Arab state with safeguards for 
the Jews, or a state balanced in the interests of both. Under 
her mandate, Britain had no power to make such a decision.

Falls Under Wheel

back of the truck as it passed.

WRONG TO RIGHT? 

Editor, Bulletin—While the 
statement credited to the agri- 
culture minister (Rt. Hon. J. G. 
Gardiner) in The Bulletin of 
| Jan, 17, concerning the position 
| of Alberta farmers in the income 
| tax picture, was astonishing and 

revealing, it seems also to indi- 
| cate that there are great wrongs 
| to right? 

According to the above report 
of a speech delivered at the UFA 
annual convention, Mr. Gardin- 
er used this forthright language: 
“I have been informed that of 
95,000 Alberta farmers only 3,- 
700 were assessed for income 
taxes, even in the heaviest war- 
time taxation years.” 

There is no doubt in this read- 
er’s mind that there are solid 
causes behind the fact that rural 
| Canadians cut such a modest fig- 

ure on the income-tax ledgers; 

but the fact is, in its turn, the 
originating impulse behind the 
flight of rural youth from the 
farms, and the apparent deter- 
mination of the hundreds of 
thousands who left the agricul- 
| tural ranks since 1939 (moving 
into the armed forces of the na- 
; tion, or its war factories) not to

THEY ARE A STRANGE and? 


savage tribe, these Bear Lakers, 
with a history checkered by the 
white man's firewater and smeared 
with the white man’s blood 

They do not like the white man 
and they have said so. 

Inscrutable and uncommunica- 
tive by nature, they have neverthe- 
less at the height of a _ pot- 
latch banged hard on Trader Car] 
Hannawald’s log door and shout- 
ed: “White man—you steal our 
country! White man, we don't like 
you!” 

Hannawald is the only pale- 
face who has dared to live alone 
among the Indians for 16 years and 
has stayed alive in the Bear Lake 
domain. 

FOR AS MANY men have dis- 
appeared into the Bear Lake dis- 
trict in the last half century as 
have vanished into the vaunted Na- 


hanni, which a Vancouver Sun 
expedition has just explored. The 
majority were undoubtedly mur- 


dered but even Dick Tracy would 
be hard put to find clues to con- 
vict in the matted and unknown 
region. 

The Bear Lake tribe itself is a 
hybrid, In the veins of its bucks 
and squaws runs the blood of many 


tribes—Babine, Coast, Sikanee, Car- | 


rier, Tahltan and Hackwilgate (who 
are the same as the Arizona Nava- 
jo.) 

For Bear Lakers are made up 
of the braves who in the earl} 
years of the century were out- 
lawed for killings by the other 
tribes of the province, Only five 
of the original outlaws are still 
living today, the rest are the sons 
and daughters of the old exiles. 

NO MAN KNOWS or understands 
these Indians better than Carl 
Hannawald, the tough German-born 


trader to whom they sell their furs | 
in order to get enough money to} 


throw a potlatch. 

Hannawald moved into Bear 
Lake in 1912. His ability to han- 
dle the Indians and still stay alive 
is common talk in the north, and 
when we landed at Bear Lake I 
asked him how he cid it. 

“With a club,” he said. “If they 
try to get tough with me, I get 
tough with them. You cannot be 
easy with them. That will not go 
But you have to be fair and firm.” 


A man who knows the Indians | 


well told me how, on many occa- 
sions, one of the bucks has said 
to him: 

“One day I teenk we get dat Mr. 
Carl.” 

But Carl Hannawald still sticks 
it out. 

“OH, SHE WAS TOUGH in the 
beginning when I came here first,” 
he told me. They hate us, you know. 
They hate the white man. They 
have scared quite a.few out, And 
it still is no picnic here.” 

He showed me the bullet holes 
that scar the logs of his trading

The potlatch is still the core of 
Indian society in this country. 

Every time an Indian throws a 
potlatch he moves a notch higher 
in his totem—a native fraternal 
organization that compares with 
our Masons. The Wolf ‘Totem 
and the Crow Tétem are the two 
totems of the Bear Lakers 

‘lhe bigger the potlatch, the 
higher in the Totem the Indian 


| moves. Potlatches often run as high | 


{as $1000 and in 1929 Bear Lake 
Charlie threw a memorable pot- 


latch which cost him a cool $6000, | 


Charlie, needless to say, is at the 
top of his totem 

| POTLATCHES, WHICH are com- 
monly known as “Brews,” are like a 


giant outdoor party and last two 
or three days. The brew itself 
is a hellish mixture made of a 


base of fruit, yeast and sugar and 
anything else the brewers have 
handy to throw into it, like tomat- 
oes, or pepper 

The host, besides supplying the 
brew, buys great quanities of mer- 
chandise—chocalate bars, canned 
food, dry goods—which* he distri- 
butes as gifts to all and sundry 

Hannawald, describing a _ pot- 
latch to me, told how the natives 
drank themselves into a fury, 
fought with clubs and knives, fired 
round after round from their guns 
(some of them at him), exchanged 
wives on occasion and consistently 
beat up the women. 

“THE WOMEN COME running 
to my trading post for help. with 


| the bucks after them,” he told me. | 


|“ lock them up and keep the men 
laway with a gun. 

| “These potlatches are a vicious 
circle,” he explained. “Each pot- 
latch does its best to outdo the 
| previous potlatch. It’s like keep- 
ing up with the Joneses.” 

When an Indian moves high in- 
to the totem, he commands a pos- 
lition of some authority in the 
\tribe. He is, so to speak, one of 
| the “400.” 
| High totem gives the Indian a 
right to trap on any trapline in 
the country—an enviable privi- 
lege—as we'l as to command any 
other Indian to work for him. 

“THE INDIANS ARE the per- 
fect Communists,” Hannawald 
| pointed out. “As soon as they get 
some money their big desire is 
to give every thing away.” 

Once a year the Roman Cavh-

“Oh, no,” said the old chief, dri- 
ly. “Not you.” Jus’ wid me he make 
a mistake.” 

Frank Cooke, former provincial 
policeman here, seeking evidence

|}woman, narrowly missed deat; in 
the bush when two bullets whizzed 
by him. He investigated and found 
|two Indians with guns. They told 
him they thought he was a moose 
end Cooke had no case against 
them. 

MURDER, EXPOSURE and star- 
vation have claimed many lives in 
this inaccessible country 

Axel Gold and his partner were 
the first to disappear in 1910. In 
1915 Samuel Brown, Bear Lake 
trader was shot to death. Charlie 
McLare and his partner disappear- 
ed near Two Brothers Lake in 1918. 

A trapper named Stalburg was 


shot and seriously wounded near | 


Thutade Lake in 1937. Archie 
Knight, a prospector,, disappeared 
between Germansen and Tom 


Creek in 1920. Two partners named 
Middiemas and Evans were mur- 
dered in 1945, 

PETER HI-MADDEN, am Indian 
wanted for murder, was found 
|with his head bashed in about 80 
|miles from here, Oggie Nelson, a 
|prospector, disappeared on the 
trail near Cariboo Hide in 1941, 
leaving notes which said he was 
starving to death. z 

Few if any, of the murders have 
| been solved. 
| But Carl Hannawald has this 
|warning for prospectors looking 
for gold in the area of Bear Lake 
and. Goldway Mountains. 

“Never travel alone in this coun- 
try,” he says. “The Indians will not 
like this stampede one little bit. 
| They naturally have reason to fear 
invasion of the white man on their 
| trapping grounds. 

“AND DON’T POACH on an In- 
dian’s trap line. That is suicide, 
Above all, don't trap his beaver. 
The beaver is sacred skin and

NORTHVILLE. — Whatever the 
three expeditions headed for the 
fabled Nahanni country find in the 
way of precious minerals or a solu- 
tion of stories of mysteries dealing 
with that far northern jand, one 
thing they will definitely learn, if 
they go far enough in—“Gilroy was 
there.” 

They will find his name on blazed 
trees at old campsites by the creek 
where the murdered MacLeod bro- 
thers are supposed to have taken out 
a small fortune in the yellow dust of 
placer gold. The Edmonton Journal 
sent Gilroy in there in 1929. 

Gilroy (J. M. of that ilk) was at 
that time a Journal reporter, and 
went “down north” along with Andy 
Hay, who has since struck it rich 
at Yellowknife. At Fort St. John, 
B.C., they were joined by Angus Hall, 
a stocky, sturdy homesteader and 
prospector from Mayerthorpe, Alta., 
who vanished on what turned out 


to be his last trail. 

No trace of Hall was ever found, 
but Gilroy emits a superior sneer 
without any scientific foundation at 
the idea that Hall was a victim of 
meningitis germs. 

Accident Victim 


It is believed that Hall either 
drowned while trying to ford some 
swift mountain river, or was ren- 
dered helpless through a fall while 
trying to climb one of the many wild 
canyons which make cross-country 
travel a nightmare. 

Following the mysterious disap- 
pearance of Hall, who left a widow 
and large family, the reporter and 
the prospector, pushed desperately 
on north and west, crossing moun- 
tain ranges, canyons and nameless 
riveps on foot.
